SNA CONGREGATION. 

LAYING OF THE CORNEB-STONE OF THE NEW TEMPLE, 

A large share of the Jewish population of Chi- 
cago will unite this afternoon in the interesting 
and impressive eeremouies connected with lay- 
ing the corner-stone of a new temple dedicated 
to their faith. At 3 o’clock to-day the corner- 
stone of the new church of the Jewish Congre- 
gation Sinai will be laid in accordance with 
the rites and belief of the Jewish religion. The 
event, in the minds of the large number of 
people who adhere to this form of belief 
is regarded witu much interest, and all of the 
most prominent followers of the Jewish faith 
will participate in the ceremonies. 

THE SINAI CONGREGATION 


isone of the most flourishing among Chicago 
Jewish churches, and embraces the best-known 
Chicago Jewish people. It is one of the oldest 
prominent churches organized in this city, al- 
though there area number of minor congrega- 
tions of Israelites which claim s longer exist- 
ence. It was organized in 1861, under the 
charge ot Dr. D. Felsenthal; one of the Zion 
congrogation in the West Division. Afters 
formation had first been made, the members 
composing the Society met ins building on 
Monroe street, mear Clark. They worshiped 
there for two years, and, in 1863, parchased 
a chhreh then located at the corner of Van Bu- 
ren street and Third avenue, In 1865, the minister 
under whose charge the Society had been formed 
departed for other fields of labor, and Dr. Chron- 
ick was called to the pastorate. He officiated up 
to the time of the tire. The building then occu-

The handred millions of Protestants of various 
denominations deny that the Scriptures teach 
the doctrine of a state of existence after death 
6quivalent to what is understood by the term 
Purgatory; while the two hundred ‘millions of 
Catholics accept the dogma as true, and profess 
to believe it.

That thu Supreme, ever-present Teacher incul- 
cates the doctrine of Purgatory ; in otber words, 
that that doctrine bas been handed down by tra- 
dition in the Church,—is sufficient reason for 
the Gatbolie to believe in it. 

Uatbolic writers admit that the Scripture is 
not as explicit on this part of their creed as on 
most others; yet they support it by various pas- 
sages cf Scripture, in some of which they claim 
there is an intimation of it, while im 
others it is assumed as existing. 
‘One of the passages most frequentiy cited in 
support of the doctrine of Purgatory is froma 
book not accepted by Protestants, but embraced 
in the Catholic Cadon, the Second Book of 
Machabees. We there read, Chapter A, verses 
43-46: Aud, ra, gathering, be sent 12,- 
000 drachms of silver to Jerusalem for aadrifice, 
to be offered for the sins Of the dead, thinking 
well and religiously concerning the resurre-\. .a; 
. « « it is therefore a holy aad wholesome 
thought to pray for the dead that they may be 
100% 1 from sins.” It is insisted that this is 
prot eteo ute of the practice of praying for 
the dead unger the Mosaic jaw, Judas Macha- 
beus evidently did not introduce the custom. It 
ie mentioned in the Book of Machabees as one 
already established and well known. It is not to 
be presumed that 12,000 drachms of silver could 
at that tune be raised for such a purpose, 
unless the praciice of praying for the 
dead was recognized by the contributors as 
a“ boly and a wholesome” one. But praying 
for the dead supposes a Purgatory. it were 
useless to pray for a being hopelessly and 
everpaily damned, and equally useless to offer 
up supplications for souls enjoying evettasting 
bappiness, Not so of sould ma stave of purili- 
cation simply, that their sufferings may be 
shortened. | 

The chief passage in the New Testament in 
which, according to Catholic theologians, the 
doctrine of Purgatory is assumed, is Matihew, 
Chapter 12, verse 32. We there read—the quota- 
tion is from the Douay version: And whoso- 
ever shall speak a word against the Son of Mah. 
it shall be forgiven bim; but he that shall 
against the Holy Ghost. it shall not be forgiven 
him, neither in this world nor in the world to

Tertultian, Lactantius, to., etc, Is would not 
be difficult to cite passages from their works 
that give proof of their belief in Purgatory.

To 
those whore souls, powever undeveloped and 
marred, retain seme hope and desire of better 
things, a gradual purgation, a struggling of the 
spirit to appreciate what it knovs to be good, 
bus which jars against ie disordered appetites.

CANADIAN PRESBYTERIANS. 
UNION. OF THEIR FOUR BRANCBES. 

The Assembhes of the four Presbyterian 
bodies in Canada on the 15th inst. consummated 
an organic union, the negotiations for which 
were begua two or three years ago, the parties 
being all the Presbyterian bodies in Canada, to 
wit:..the Canada Presbytefian Church, the 
Presbyterian Church of Canada in connection 
with the Chusch of Scotland, the Syned of the 
Presbyterian Church in the Lower Provinces, 
and the Synod of the Presbyterian Church in 
connection with the Church of Scotland of the 
Maritime Provinces. The first-named body is the 
largest, and was formed in 1861 by the union 
of Canada branches of the Free and the United 
Presbyterian Churches of Scotland. It has nine 
teen yteries, 819 ministers, and 51,61 com- 
municants. The second Church in tne list has 
upward of 14,000 c munieants. The Churches 
in the Lower Provinees are small bodies. The 
United Church, which is to be called the Pres- 
byterian Church of British North Amertea, will 
bave 650 ministers and more than 90,000 com- 
mupicanis, The basis of union, whieb has been 
duly ratified by the “presbyteries, kirks, ses- 
sions, and congregations,” declares :

In the work ‘of the Home Missions of the 
Presbyterian Church during the year just closed, 
ninety-three pew organizations were effected. 
thirty-eight made seaif-supporting, ahd 5,533 
have professed conversion. The number of 
home missionaries employed waa 1,123. .. 

As the Rev, Mr, Street, upon whom the noon- 
day services at St. Peter's Chapel have hitherto 
principally rested. is about to be absent for some 
time from the city, the responaibility of either 
sustaioing or discontinuing them will now de- 
volve upon the rest of the Episcopal clergy. 


Anew monthly paper called the National 
Protestant has been started in New York on the 
basis of intense opposition to everything Cath- 
olic.

SUPEEME COURT ON CITY TAXES. 
The intelligence from Ottawa is not en- 


couraging. In all the cases involving the 
validity of judgments for city taxes, the Zu- 
preme Court has decided adversely to the city. 
It will be remembered that in August, 1874, 
Judge WaILACx, of the County Court, refused 


where objection was made. He rendered this 
decision upon the ground that it was impos- 
sible to reconcile the provisions of Bill 300 
and those of the General Revenue law. The 
Supreme Court now affirms Judge WaLLacr's 
decision. The Court goes further, and over- 
rules judgments given in favor of the city for 
previous years. These decisions apply to 
special assessments as well as to general taxes, 
which leaves the city in a sad condition. 

The city authorities last winter obstinately 
and persistently maintained that the proceed- 
ings under Bill 300 were legal, and therefore 
refused to have that bill repealed, and re- 
fused to abandon the useless machinery of 
city assessment and collection and collect 
the taxes under the State law. To have done 
that would have been to abolish forty or fifty 
tax-eaters and save $80,000 a year. 80 Bill 
300 was patched, and it was determined to 
continue in the old rut. 

The Supreme Court now says that where 
there are two laws conflicting, gener- 
ally, and one is made dependent on 
the successful adaptation of the ma- 
chinery of the other, the Court can- 
not undertake to reconcile the differences, 
and must reject one or the other. The Su- 
preme Court jntimates the impossibility of so 
patching Bill 300 that it can work harmoni- 
ously with the general law, and suggests the 
wisdom, if not the legal necessity, of collect- 
ing city taxes under the General Revenue law. 

In the meantime the city taxes for 1874 are 
in the same legal condition as were those of 
1873, and the objections sustained by Judge 
Wc last year must, if presented again 
this year, be sustained by the Court. The 
city, therefore, will be dependent for the col- 
lection of its taxes upon the patriotism of 
those who shall voluntarily pay them. Itisa 
question whether it is not too late for the city 
to provide that the taxes for 1875 shall be 
collected unde? the machinery of the State 
law ; but we hope not. In all the cases of 
appeal from judgments for State and county 
taxes the Court has sustained the validity of 
the proceedings and of the law, and it is 
criminal any longer to refuse to have our as- 
sessments and collection of taxes under a law 
which has been judicially determined to be

NATIONAL BOARD OF TRADE. 

The National Board of Trade closed its 
session in Philadelphia on Friday last. Its 
recommendations may thus be summed up : 
1, concerted action against the addition to 
bills of lading and railroad receipts of condi- 
tions unknown to the Common Law; 2, that 
inland carriers be required to deliver the 
quantity by weight of grain shipped; 3, ad- 
vising the appointment of a commission of 
American and Canadian merchants to prepare 
a treaty for reciprocal trade between the two 
countries; 4, recommending the Centennial 
to the,pride and patriotism of the country ; 
5, urging continued attention, to the subject 
of transportation by Con and the State 
Legislatures; 6, urging the establishment by 
Congress of a bureau to gather and dissemi- 
nate information on the subject of transporta- 
tion; 7, imsisting that railroads shall receipt 
for quantities of merchandise. 

There were various other things urged upon 
the Convention, but they rejected them all. 
On the important questions of finance and 
currency the deliverance of the Convention 
was as follows: ‘ 

Resolved, That the present time, when comm Meta! 
indebtedness is small, prices of commodities low, and 
the currency 80 excessive that large amounts are lying 
idle, presents a favorable opportunity for the institu- 
tion of measures to restore specie payments, 

Resoived, That such payments cannot be restored 
and maintained as long as paper currency exists which 
can be used in legal payments. of specie. 

Resolved, That the National of Trade there- 
fore prays Congress to withdraw from circulation and 
eancel the United States legal-tender notes, by n- 
stituting measures for this purpose at the next ses- 
sion. 


Resolved, That the National Board of Trade hereby 
expresses its sense of satisfaction that Congress hae 
fixed a day for the resumption of specie payments, but 
that it cannot withhold ap expression of its concern 
that no well-considered methods have been adopted 
for the execution of that measure, and begs of Con- 
gress that it will place at the earliest period possible 
suitable means in the hands of the Secretary of the 


Treasury for the proper execution of the law providing 
for resumption at the time named. 


These resolutions were adopted by nearly 
an unanimous vote. They are in admirable 
contrast with the doleful wailings of Mr. 
Keritzy at Philadelphia, and the equally 
absurd ravings of Mr. Potro at the Ohio 
Democratic Convention. The present time, 
when the commercial indebtedness is com- 
paratively so small, and the volume of cur- 
rency so excessive that several hundred 
millions of dollars are lying idle, offers pecul- 
iar advantages for a rapid resumption of a 
permanent specie basis of values. The reso- 
lutions truthfully declare that the serious 
obstacle which stands in the way of this re- 
sumption is that a paper currency is l-galized 
in payments instead of specie. The other 
resolution, urging Congress to adopt such 
measures as will enable the Secretary of the 
Treasury to carry out the law of last session 
fixing 1879 as the date of resumption, was 
very timely.

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TAXING CHURCH PROPERTY. 

There can be little doubt that the idea of 
taxing church property will ultimately pre- 
vail. It is only @ question of time. At the 
outset it has formidable obstacles to encoun- 
ter, but these will disappear before the pro- 
gress of calm investigation. At first, the 
proposal to tax church property meets a 
strong and well-nigl universal prejudice 
growing out of usage in the past. It strikes 
the common mind as an assault on réligion, 
or, at least, as withdrawing from it a proper 
ken of respect. Hitherto, the State has 
manifested its reverence for religion by ex- 
 empting its institutions from the burdens of 
) taxation. This has been so long a custom 
that a departure from it shocks those who do 
not rise above usage, and consult principle.

The parallel custom, only just laid aside, of al- 


lowing rulers to frank their lettera was regard 
ed as well nigh a right until the discussion of 
| cheap postage led men to see that every one, 
high or low, should bear his part in the ex- 
pense of the Postal Department; and now in 
England even the Queen, and in the United 
States even the President, must put the same 
stamp on a letter that is required of a shop- 
girl or of an apprentice-boy. When once we 
get at the underlying principle of any sub- 
ject, it proves to be a remorseless leveler, and 
old distinctions in Church and State find no 
quarter. 

The custem of exempting church property 
comes down from the days when Church and 
State were united, and when, on many sub- 
jects, the Church gave law to tlie State, and, 
in the name of God, had its own way in all 

inured to its own advantage. Then the 
State supposed itself bound to provide 
venues for the Church, and arranged 
system of taxation for that pur- 
pose. So long as this was. done, it was 
Folly to tax church property. To do so 
would be as if a man were to take out of one 
pocket to put into the other, But now that 
woe have reached, in this land, the true prin- 
ciple of separating Church and State, we 
jought to accept all that is logically implied. 
(When Christ said, Render unto Owsar the 
things which are Cesar s, he took high and 
advanced ground, and his Church, since the 
primitive age, has been slow to occupy it. 
Before the time of Constantine, it never 
thought of soliciting pecuniary favors of the 
State. It won its world-wide victories with 
its own resources, glad if the State would 
but let it alone and forbear to persecute. 
Bat from the day that it consented to be es- 
tablished by the civil power, it has always 
leaned, to some extent, upon the secular 
arm; and it is loth, even in this land, totally 
to dissolve the connection. After being cut 
off from direct aid, it clings to the indirect. 
After losing its invitation to eat at the State 
table, it humbly desires to be allowed to pick 
the erumbs from the floor 

But light is breaking in, and clear-sighted 
and thoughtful Christians are advocating the 
taxation of church property precisely as any 
other. The leading religious newspapers are 
doing much to correct public sentiment. The 
Adeance, in this city, the Independent and 
the Christian Union, New York, and the 
Congregationalist, at Boston, have ably sus- 
tained the view which we present. They are 
the more to be commended in so doing when 
it is remembered that they are ahead of their 
constituency, and are slowly educating them 
out of antiquated notions. Often it is a 
costly proceeding to run counter to a relig- 
ious prejudice, which good men mistake for a 
fundamental truth to be conscientiously held. 
But the course of reform is onward, and one 
after another men of mind will espouse the 
right, will demand and secure a hearing, and 
will initiate a wide discussion, which will carry 
the popular vote. A few States of the Union 
have already begun to tax church property, 
and the example will be contagious. As Con- 
ventions shall be held for revising State Con- 
stituions, the question will be regularly 
raised, the facts will be brought forward, the 
principle will be debated, and a sentiment 
will inevitably form favorable to the proposed 
change. 

For, let it be considered how plain the case 
is viewed from the side of the State. The 
political economist feels himself pressed with 
the problem of taxation. He wishes to make 
that burden bem as equally as possible upon 
all tangible property. He finds that opinion 
is Unanimous ir favor of taxing real estate, 
by reason of is value, its permanence, its 
accessibility, ad its easy control by the 
civil officers. He naturally lays down the 
principle that all the real estate of a locali- 
ty must be subjected to the ‘same 
tax, upon m equitable assessment. 
Before the law-maker, studying the 
taxable resoures of the community, it 
is of no consemence to what use that real 
estate is put. He legislates to tax it, on the 
ground of its jcuniary value as protected by 
the Governmeit, and not because it is wisely 
or unwisely, yofitably or unprofitably, used 
by the owner or because it is employed

or religiously. He has no right, in a particular ! 


case, to see mything else than a protected 
piece of proprty which ought to bear its fair 
proportion ofthe expense of the Government

Labor, trade, art, education, religion, 
all help the State; but so also, by its protec- 
tion, does the State help them, and therefore

RICHARDS’ STATUETTE. 
THs SURGEON-BARBER. 

A group of statuettes, ‘‘ The Surgeon-Barber,” 
by David Richards, has for some time stood in 
the window of Matson’s jewelry store. It is 
of about the size of Rogers’ groups, and of the 
same material, “ artists’ clay,“ —that is to gay, 
plaster of Paris paiuted of a grayish or yellowish 
tint. There are two principal figures, perhaps 
18 1oches high if they were straightened up, one 
representing s ragged, spare, but powerful old 
man, apparently a farmer, seated in his shirt- 
sleeves in the barber's chair, and undergoing 
what ie manifestly a far from pleasant operation. 
One leg is supported ona keg, and the other 
dyawo up to the round of his chair; the right 
hand gresps the arm of the chair with an 
action not unlike the King im Allston’s 
* Belshazzar’s Feast,“ though upon less digui- 
fied ‘occasion, while with the other hand 
he endeavors to arrest the uplifted razor of the 
barber, whose unskillful operations have grown 
intolerabie. Bending over him ie the other fig- 
ure, also spare and gaunt, a Mephistopheles of a 
barber, no more like the comfortable colored 
geotiemen who shave us daily in Chicago than 
he is like Julius Cmsar. But surgeon-barbers 
are things of the past, aud if this barber ever 
shaved this old American farmer one of them 
was oct of bis oative country. The barber 
wears a little skull-cap, and bis abarp, prominent 
features are relaxed into a sort of leering grin 
in satisfaction at the small misery which he is 
inflicting. In the humor of the barber's evident 
— 2 of His office, aud the corresppaoding 
familiar anguish of his customer, the/jdea or 
sevtiment of the p consists, and idea is 
imteosified by the , figure of « bait- 
ing a cat under the chair, the animals somewhat 
rudely but epiritedly modeled. Such, in brief, 
is a sketch of the little group, a fall description 
of which would, of course, need to be as long 
ae if the figures were life-size. 

This work occupied Mr. Richards for several 
months, and ought to be, ami ia, in faces, 
Such a piece of modeling is open to two kinds 
of jadgment,—one upon thé exceliencé of the 
artistic work, and the other upop the question 
whether the choice of the subject is a happy 
cne or net; and the latter question is a. fair 
subject of criticism, aod of great importance 
with groups of this character,—pictorial rather 
than seulpturesque, and intended for popular 
ga le,. technical merit cannot be de- 
pended upon, as in important works, to help 
them in the market. Rogers’ groups are 
the natural etandard of comparison, and Mr. 
Hichards’ modeling does not fall short of 
Rogers’ —indeed, it may be doubted if evidence 
of the same amount of careful anatomical study 
can be found in any one of Rogers’ groupe. 

The bead and hands of the farmer, and es- 
pecially the neck and chest where the shirt is 
throwu open, dre a4 careful as if they were 
studied for a large statue. and show marks 
(sighs of which also appear in the general 
length of limb in both Huren) of Mr. Bich- 
ards’ recent studies of Mic Angelo. The 
“drapery” over the back of the chair, some old 
coat or cloth, is well done also, and tae model- 
ing throughout appears to be admirable. Mr, 
Richards is recognized as one of our beat ecalp- 
tors, bis bust of Mra, Collier being the best 
known. of his works in Chi It is 
ate to say, however, that if Michael 
Angelo himself were to return to earih 
and come to Chitago, or any other 
American city, without introduct on, at present, 
be would not find such a market for his services 
as would rélieve bim of anxiety for his bread 
and butter if he were dependent upon his pro- 
fession for support. 

David Richards ig a Welshman, a man of 
middle age, of somewhat rugged exterior, more 
like a stone cutter than the ideal artist; his Eu- 
glish is imperfect, but his address at once carries 
an impression of simpheity and sincerity. Per- 
haps no artist in Chicago would be more thor- 
ougbly indorsed than Lichards by bis fellows as 


| a straightforward, honest workmam, a man too 


independent to take favors, too modest to seek 
rons, and as good a modeler withal as we 
ve. He has been a- profession’l sculptor for 
seventeen years, most of the time in America, 
but a short time in Italy. He cute his marbie 
with his own hands, and has a bust of Gen. 
Harding in progress in his studio now, 

To teturn to the “ Sargeon-Barber”; if we 
question the happiness of the choice of sab- 
ject, or of the treatment of subject, find 
points to criticise. Every artist devote fo his 
art and at the same time ing his living ig ex- 
posed oe to the disseasion between Con- 
science and tue Fiend. Do the work that is 
best for you,” says the artistic coascience ; .*‘ do 
what the public will think best,“ savs the fiend 
of uniary necessity. It is to be feared that 
Ri may be depended upon always to do 
what his artistic sense commands. Ont of his 
group be has no doubt got valuable practice, 
and satisfied himself by doing his best, but 
most likely he has pot hit the market, 

His figures are good examples of modsling, 
but they will not strike the ladies as an attract- 
Ive parlor ornament. The requisites of sich a 
group, to sell, may be brioflysummed up: 

First—The figures should group pic ne- 
ly in the general view, at least from one point. 
This group falls short in this, 

Second—The finish should be rather fine aad 
the’ surface smooth—not pohshed, however. Tbis 
is a matter of casting and paiutiog, in which 
Rogers has managed to excel everybody else. 

hird—The sentiment must be of a familiar, 
pleating character, perhaps domestic, perhaps 
patriotic, perhaps sentimental. A group with a 
dash of teuder sentiment, and at the same time 
a bumorous turn, is beat of all adapted to an 
American public, and the m of female 
and children's figures. is fayorable to popularity. 

These, it will be understood, are not rules of 
art, except the first,—hit demands of trade,—-and 
an artist if he brings his wares to market must 
submit to conditions of this character.

COUNT WALDECK, THE CENTENARIAN. 

Count Waldeck died in Paris a few weeks ago, 
aged 110 years. Arsene Houssaye, in bis last 
letter to the New York Tribune, gives some in- 
teresting gossip about him: A month ago I met 
him again at dinner at the house of charming 
and eccentric Irishwoman, known bere under the 
name of the Marechale Lopez. I had Count 
Waldeck in front of me; I sat between bis wife 
and his son. As this young gentleman was about 
24 years old, I supposed that it was a step-son, 


and ecarcely knew on what ground I was stand- 


ing while chatting with his wife, an English lady 
of great beauty and distinction. At last I took 
the bull by the horus. Madame,” I Said, vou 
made a heroic sacrifice in devoting yourself 
to this gallant gentleman of another century.” 
No,“ she said, be is not. of my century, for we 
feted his 100th birthday nine years ago; but he 
is Of my age, because 1 love him.“ I never 
doubted, Madame, your love for M. de Waldeck. 
Ilove him too, as one would love the eighth 
wonder of the world,” “I understand you, sir; 
but I love him as a woman loves her husband. I 
do not count his years. Ihave trowbie in be- 
lieving that he is 109, and I am only 42." Par- 
don the curiosity of a philosopher whose study is 
woman. Permit me to place an isterrogation 
point before your heart, Did you love him at 83 
because he was a gentleman in spirit as well as 
birth, or did you love him from love?” 1 
loved him from love. I wis at that 
time somewhat im demand. If among all 
my suitors I chose Count Waldeck, it 
was because 1 found him the most irfesist- 
ible.”

which their best friend—Joseph Cowen, M. 
P,—bas deemed it necessary for the emergency 
to exhume from the proceedings of the Court of 
Queen’s Bench. May, 1850. As the provoedings 
of bis trial twenty-five years ago will now find 
their 5 to the public, I may briefly state that 
he was then convicted by a „ aud sentenced 
to a month’s imprisonment by Lord Campbell, 
for singular and brutal assaults upon his owa i- 
legitimate child (6 ears old). The child was 
found wandermg in the streets, with à cane in 
its hand, covered with bruises, and sobbing vlo- 
lentiy. A crowd gathered about the child, which 
was taken care of by the police, and a surgeon 
ha inspected its bods fouod that it had been 
for a jong time subject to fearful treatment, and 
a mark around its neck confirmed the child's 
story, which was this: ‘‘I was liviog with Mr. 
Kenealy. I used to sleep with him. He beat 
mo with a cane. He beat me for not learning 
my lessons; all my clothes were olf but my shirt. 
My neck was hurt with 2 rope that was put 
around it by Mr. Kenealy. He caught hold ot 
the other end of the rope ; he squeezed it; I did 
not try to get away; he hurt me round my neck; 
he then flogged me; after I was flogred I went 
to bed; the next morning I dressed myself, and 
then I lighted the fire; the day I was found I 
went out by myself; Mr. Kenealy told me to go 
to ighaate by myself; I went on aud lost my- 
volk.“ The child was examined by Kenealy, who 
did not deny any of its testimony, and testified 
that. the beacimgs often were because he told 
lies (adoptitg Kenealy’s language); that he 
taught bim to spell, and read, and 
say his prayers, and gave him fine *‘ descriptions ” 
of beaven, where good boys would go, aod bad 
to bell. Ig fact, it appeared ‘that Kenealy, 
having brought his child over with him from 
Ire Rad a real interest ia it, and meant te 
give it a. shillelagh sanctity. He put the rope 
around its neck to drag it away from hell-fire. 
It was apparentiy a part of his duly aa Kun- 
helios, or priest of the sun, of which his son was 
the first object. The surgeon testified that on 
the front of the throat the skin was removed,

Paris correepondente New York Times: A 
theatre scandal is just now causing some excite- 
ment io Paris and at Bordeanx. A few days ago 
we were informed that Paola Marie, sister of 
Irma Marie, bad publicly insulted u journalist of 
Bordeaux, and that the latter bad entered a suis 
against ber, claiming 15,000 francs damages. It 
was stated that the journalist had made some 
savage attacks upon the artiste, and that she 
had avenged herself by carrying u fish upon the 
stage having upon it, in large letters, I. 
Blum,“ the name of the journalist in question. 
When I say that the fish was « mackerel, ali who 
comprehend the meaning given to the word 
maquereau in French [Maquereau, in French 
slang, means a Mao who lives upon the earnings 
of a prostitute] will comprehend the depth of 
the insult. Later information completes this 
story. M. Blum is the theatrical critic of one of 
the local journals, and in one of his articles, un- 
ebjectionable in every respect, he took Mme. 
Paola Marie to task for not changing her 
costume in the las two acts of the piece, 
He said that dds ‘would never think 
of committing such as piece of negi- 
gence before a Parisian audience. and did not 
see why she should treat a Bordeaux audience 
with less. respect. The truth of the matter is 
that Paola, like many other actresses, thinks

A YEAR AGO,

THE EXAMINATION, 
JEROME H. DAVIS, 
father of the girl Carrie who was burned to 
death, was the first witness examined : Lived in 
June, 1874, near the corner of Forty-fourth &nd 
Kinzie streets; fire cecurred Saturday, June 7, 
but it was, more properly, Sunday morning, 
between 1 and 2 o’clock ; no fire was lit m the 
house at the time; the fire originated in the 
corner of the kitchen, which bad been newly 
built ; the house was burned to the ground ; 
Carrie Davis, his daughter, 14 years of age, 
wis burned to death; no other lives 
were lost ; had beard the house 
was insured by Mr. Kranz, the owner, 
but did not know for how much; the house was 
situated outside the city limits, on the prairie ; 
it was a two-story frame bouse; he was em- 
ployed as day watchman at the new railroad 
workshops; saw his daughter that night before 
she went to bed; she was in perfect health ; 
saw her next down im the ditch dead; could not 
tell how many people were in the house at the 
time; they kept twelve boarders, but some 
of them were away, it being Saturday 
night; knew the defendant, William H. Gar- 
brick, at the time; he wae emploved as a switch- 
mam; never had any difficulty with him. except 
about water; told him he could bave water if he 
shut the gate, and did not spill it all over the 
place; that was all the trouble; he rented the 
house from Mr. Kranz. 
HENRY KRANZ 
sworn: Lives at No. 122 Mohawk street; his 
faiher and himself owned the house rer of 
Forty-fourth aud Kinzie streets; the house was 
buroed June 7, 1874; is. was insured for $1,000 
in the Lycoming and Brewers’, of Milwaukee ; 
could sot tell exactiv how much it cost; bis

MRS. J. F. STERRETT 
sworn: Lives at Turner Juuction; knows de- 
fendant; knew him in June. 1874; lived just 
opposite to Davis’ house; lived with Garbrick at 
the time; Garbrick got offeoded with Davie be- 
cause he Would not let him have water; said he 
would burn Mr. Davis’ house; tha: ‘@ week 
before the fire; just before night, brought in a 
bundle of sticks saturated with kerosene, tied 
up; also waste,“ ench as is used around the 
workshops; that was a week before the burn- 
ing; she asked him if he did not thiuk that was 
wicked when he told her that he was gomg to 
burn Davis’ house; asked him whether some 
lives would not be lost; said there was means 
of* egress from both sides of Davis’ house; 
dissuaded him from doing it; he said, first, 
he would wait for a good night, when there 
would be wind and rain; after talking to hun 
some time he agreed not to commit the crime;

FRANK MICHARD 

was examined for the defense: Knew Gar- 
brick, who was au industrious man, and had been, 
to his knowledge, charged with no previous 
crime; was at the fire Sunday rem June 8, 
1874 ; thought the house was struck by ightning, 
because a thunder-storm of a very 
character was ragitg then; 
best to get into the house, but could not; burned 
his hands climbing on the roof; weot to the 
school-house near by to get planks and ladders, 
but the house went Ike a match-box; next 
morning found the lightning-rod, which was 

me!ted near the ground aod broken in pieces, as 
if struck by electricity; tried to melt the frag- 
ments, but could not; witness served on the 
Coroner's jury in the case of Carrie Davia; the 
lightping-rod ran down the back of the red 
building, within a few feet of where the fire 
broke out : the inquest was held by Judge Forrest, 
of Austin; could not remember the doctor's 
namie; that was all be knew; the defendant 
never spoke to the witness about the cause of 
the fire. 

Mr. Atwater destred to have Garbrick sworn. 

Justice Scully said that uncorroborated evi- 
dence on the part of the prisoner would not jus- 
tify him in letting bim go, as there was heavy 
evidence against him. Therefors he thought it 
butter for the prisoner not to make any state- 
mont, unless be very much desired to do 80. 

Mr. Atwater concurred with the Court, and 
Garbrick reserved his evidence for the Oriminal 
Court. 

Justice Scully then held Garbrick for trial be- 
fore the Criminal Court, no bail being allowed. 
He was likewise committed on charge of arson. 

Mrs. Sterrett was held to appear as — 
witoess under bonds of $1,000 in her own recog 
nizance.

through which impure particles may be trans- 
mitted, his dairy site was chosen with special 
reference to this latter respect,—indeed, 
there is no farm within the  vicinit 
of Chicago which has water more abundant an 
pure, and which wat the seme time of « tem- 
peratarethas is better adwpted to extracting 
animal heat fromthe milk preparatory to ship- 
ment. 

His dairy consists of 50 mileh cows, grazing 
during the summer months on as fine meadow 
as the broad lands of Illinois can afford, and as 
well sheltered from the austere storms of winter 
as the finest blooded stock in as woell-arranged 
and cleanly kept barns as any in the Northwest, 
having been built for the purpose. 

From this dairy about 120 gallous of milk are 
daily produced.
